The grand jury returned eight in­ 
dictments and made its final report 
Jate last evening before adjourning 
for this term of court.

necessary to return today. 
It is understood that the eight in­ 
dictments are for law violations that 
are not very grevious ones.

considered by the jury which leads to 
the presumption that the indictments 
are for not very serious offenses. 
Possibly the alleged crap game and 
blind tiger in the Commercial block 
which was raided by the local police 
was of greater import than anything 
which was to come* before tile jury. 
It is known that the raid was investi­ 
gated as some of the men who were 
caught in the room by the police were 
before the grand jury. 
The cases of 
beer and the round table in Hie room 
were confiscated and are now piled in 
a corner in the mayor’s office in the 
city building. It is not known wheth­ 
er or not any indictment- were re­ 
turned in that matter. 
Another matter of some importance 
which was investigated by the grand 
ju ry was the alleged shortage of a 
conductor of the Indianapolis & Cin­ 
cinnati Traction .company. 
It is un­ 
derstood that he held out tickets and 
gave them to his friend-. 
They rode 
to Indianapolis and he “ threw” din­ 
ners for them at cafes in Indianapo­ 
lis, so it is said. 
Those

misconduct were before the grand 
jury Wednesday afternoon and it is 
supposed that they were subpoenaed 
for the purpose of telling what they 
knew about the affair."

fair grounds were due to his ener­ 
getic action. 
AV bile president of the 
State board, in IOO/, Mr. Conger sup­ 
erintended the erection of the collos- 
seum. 
Ile had been one of the most 
active worker- among the legislators 
tor an appropriation,for the erection 
of the colosseum. 
In the early eighties 
Mr. Conger 
served ii term as-_ sheriff of Shelby 
county. At that lime he was the only 
Republican official in the county. La­ 
ter he served his county as State rep­ 
resentative. 
At the same time Char­ 
les Major of Shelbyville, the novelist, 
av as a member of the Indiana house. 
Conger was appointed State oil in­ 
spector by Governor Durbin, one of 
his close friends, and served for eight 
years through the term of Governor 
llanly and part of the term of Gov­ 
ernor Marshall. Ile was a member of 
the Knights of Pythias and Sons of 
Veterans. 
Mr. Conger had been sick for mitre 
than a year. 
Ile complained of an 
irritation in his throat and later it 
was found to be a cancer. 
An oper­ 
ation was performed at the Deacon­ 


e s s hospital last January, but it did 
not arrest the disease. 
From that 
time on he devoted all his time in try­ 
ing to get well, and therefore did not 


listen to a number of 
friends who 
came to him to persuade him to be­ 
come a candidate for Go\’ernor.

worse that he

taken to the 
Fletcher sanatorium.
